American Car Sprinkler Co. 23 cents 
a mile for 'the ustf of its tracks, \vires 
and power and the car sprinkler com-

In opening Mr. Esty said that the 
company wanted to be absolutely fail- 
in the mitlcr and he believed the city 
also wanted to bo on the level. He 
said tlieie are two sides to the ques- 
tion, the legal and business sides and 
as fa! a.-, the legal side was concern- 
ed he believed the 
company 
could 
break its contract for it is stipulated 
in the. contract that 
the company 


will suoply service providing it can 
obtain power under 
its 
contract. 


"Xow," lie said, "the company cannot 
obtain power under its contract, for 
vthe Bav State Co. Is asking more 
nionei for the use of its power." Mr. 
Esty then produced the various con- 
tracts between the city and his com- 
pany for the past few years, which i 
showed that during 1902-03 and 1901 
there were no charges for the use of | 
powei and tracks, but from 1909 up to i 
the- present time there has been :i 
charge of $3 a day for each car kept 
In. operation.

days. He declared that he never crowds

The German drive is taking on a 


.•jiew aspect. The policy of so-etching 


« line in order to weaken it is now 


the Teuton's game. 


"How does Germany keep up her 


jnan power?" is a question often asked 
and seldom answered. 
Assuming that 


•be had between 7,000,000 and 8,000,000 
trained, soldiers at the opening of the 
war and that about 3,000,000 have been 
put out of action by death or wounds, 
she has remaining at 
least 
4,000,000. 


But she has as allies Austria, Turkey 
and Bulgaria, each of which can fur- 
nish large Quotas of men. Thus it ap- 
pears not at all strange that the cen- 
tral powers which we are in the habit 
'at tpeaking of as "Germany" should be 
able to bring to the attack on the 
western front 1,600,000 men, while at 
the same time holding an army of 
about 500,000 in Italy and Having a 
third army of uncertain size moving 
towards Moscow. 


But if the Germans should be able 


to break through the line on the west- 
ern battlefront, what Would be the re- 
sult? In that case they might be lia- 


' We to roll up the northern portion of 


the line and cut on* and capture the 
allied forces so hemmed in. While 
that is possible, it is not probable, but 
should it occur, it 
would not win 


the war. 


Should the Teutons win such a vic- 


tory_wj1icli kind Heaven 
forbid—it 


would still more encourage them to 
push on for the realization of their 
dream of "Deutchland Uber Alles"— 
world domination. 
It would cause 


Germany to endeavor to force France 
to make a separate peace, but even if 
France were eliminated, that would not 
win the. war. 


If Germany should be held on the 


western 
front, she will then try to 


cast her full strength upon Italy, and 
In this she might succeed provided she 
\ , brings a large enough army to the task. 


But if she should put Italy out of the 
conflict, that would not end the war 


'- ' as there Would be a sufficient number 


'" 
of countries left to carry it on to final 


t 
success. 


Germany wants peace so desperately 


- 
that she is putting forth every iota 


'- 
of stiength she can command in order 


[ 
to force the allies to surrender; 
but 


, 
if she imagines that minor military 
advantage or even the elimination of 
both France and Italy, would cause the 
allies to sue for peace or to accept a 
German peace, she is greatly mis- 
taken. 


She has been feeding the German 


people upon lies for the past two years, 
but when they learn that 500.000 Ger- 
mans are sacrificed in the latest drive, 
even their belief that the Kaiser is 
God may not prevent them from pro- 
testing the slaughter and insisting that 
it he stopped. 


If the allied armies were beaten in 


France and Italy, the war would he 
continued by England and the United 
States perhaps for five years longer 
rather than submit to German domin- 
ation. 


Just at present, however, the situa- 


tion is critical and the allies need all 
the men they can possibly get in order 
to avert the catastrophe of defeat. 
Germany is still hammering 
at 
the 


allied line with all her fury in hopes 
of breaking through and ending It all. 
She has already lost nearly 500,000 men 
since the drive started and she can 
.sacrifice the 1,000,000 that Hindenburg 
said he would give for victory, and 
even then the victory will not be in 
sight. 


Should 
Germany 
break 
through, 


General Foch may have sufficient re- 
serves ready to deal with such a situ- 
ation in a manner that will foil the 
Teutons as they were foiled on many 
another desperate battle.

As a result Seattle sees itself in the 
aar future a city of no chimneys, a 
lagnet for industrial expansion, and 
community that will not have to pay

urns, for every pie its 
housewives 


ake, every shoe and ahirt it manufac- 
ure.s, and every log its mills convert 
itp ships. 
As projected on plans 
now 
going 


orward, Seattle's Skagit river or Ruby 
men development will be the biggest 
iimicipal power unit in America. 
Its total cost will be about $H,GOO,- 
00, the site costing nothing. 
The watershed contains 1200 square 
ilies, 100 miles distant from the city. 
A continuous flow of "50,000 horse- 
ower iy assured, and a. conservative 
stimato, places the ultimate capacity 
t 500.000 horsepower. 
Such is the part of this city's birth- 
ght which it refused to relinquish 
or a mess of bitter pottage! 
Seattle's power fortification is the 


result of an inspiring" piece of strategy. 


'Seattle had been ^marked for con- 


quest with the same tactics private 
corporations are using throughout the 
nation to corner the rights to Amer- 
ica's vast natural resources. 


The Skagit river Ruby canou site 
had been filed on by powerful inter- 
ests eight years ago. Other 
sites, 
privately owned, were gobbled up, one 
for $1,000,000. 


But Seattle had in its 
municipal 
ownership camp an alert, resourceful, 
courageous Held marshal who saved 
the day—J. D. Ross, superintendent of 
the city's light and power system and 
a capable manager. 
He raced to Washington on a secret 
trip, 
saw 
Secretary of- Agricultur& 


Houston, and presented the city's side 
of the power situation in the Pacific 
northwest. 


Learning that the city could file on 
tho project, he did so. 


The corporation wanting the site 


fought desperately, but in 
the final 
hearing before Secretary Houston the 
decision was given in favor of Seattle. 


Only adoption by the city council 


now remains to launch the plan. 
Seattle has for several years been 


successfully experimenting with muni- 
cipal light and power on a moderate 
scale. And it is upon this as a foun- 
dation that tho new and vaster project 
will be established. 


The present municipal power sys- 
tem is in such good shape1, financially, 
that it can. through its annual reve- 
nues, take care of the more gigantic 
plan. 


Bonds for the development o£ the 


Ruby canon project will not be issued 
against tlie city, but against Seattle's 
present public utility.

Good gardeners long ago

the,.theory that vegetablea should bo 
frown in beds—a bed of this and an- 
other of that. 
Plan long rows, the longer the bettor, 


f necessai-y you can HOW two 01- mort 
vegetables in the same row, being1 care- 
!ul to put in the same row plants of 
about the same size and which mature 
it about the same time. For example: 
jettuce, radishes, set onions, may be in 
.he same row, but not parsnips and 
cabbages, for the par.snips rows may 
be nearer each other than the cabbage 
rows. 
If possible have the rows run from 
north to south, thus giving the sun a 
>etter chance to get all 
around each 


plant. 
Most backyards and some vacant lota 


have shady spots. No vegetables will 
thrive unless the sun's rays reach it at 
east for a, few hours in the day. 


Some plants need more sunshine than 


others. 
Tn planning your garden ar- 


range it so that such piam,;; as toma- 
toes, melons (if you have a largfl EW 
den), beans, corn, get the sunniest posi- 
tion even if you have to break rows to 
accomplish 
this. 
Lettuce, 
radishes, 


early onions, peas, early cabbage, spin- 
ach, salsify, parsnips, will get along- 
fairly well evdri if they are shaded at 
some period of the day. 
Generally speaking, the leaf 
plants 


(like lettuce, spinach, early cabbage) 
need less sunshine, while the 
fruit 
plants (like tomatoes, corn, melons) 
have to have sunshine all day, or most 
of it. Root crops, potatoes, beets, car- 
rots, parsnips, will run largely to tops 
if given too much shade. 
Having- arranged your garden plant- 


ing to get "the fullest benefit of the sun 
£01- each plant, it will be well for you to 
study your soil. The need for this and 
How to correct soil deficiencies will be 
explained in the next garden lesson.

SOLDIERS IN THE WAR ZONE

Corp. "Jack" Donovan has sent sev- 


eral more interesting' letters 
from 


France to a member of The Sun ataft". 
The first one, dated March 10, gives an 
Interesting account of a baseball game 
between Co. B of the Fourth Reserve 
Engineer Regiment and the 17th Flying 
Corps.

Although the score looks 
as though the game were one-sided, 
nevertheless, it was a good game to 
look at and it was more than enjoyed 
bv tii« 500 tjoldlers who came all the 
ways from HYP to .100 kilometres to aeo 
the" good old American game. The bat- 
tery for Co. B was I&rnest Downing- oi 
Ayer and Hackett 
of Concord. N. H. 
They are both more than 6 feet tall find 
about -2 years old. They're the liveliest 
pair In the baseball line I've seen In a 
good many years. Downing' has speed 
to lend and has a, big- jump on the ball. 
His oiitcurve breaks when it sets near 
the plate and he also has a drop which, 
is O.K. Kc fanned 12.

I went to go in the front door but, he 
stopped me and told me to go in the 
wide door. 1 was kind of curious so 1 
yaid to myself that J would sec the 
game through until the finish. He,un- 
locked the side door, let me in and went 
outside. 
He looked up and down the 
street, came in, locked the door and 
wanted to know what I would have to 
drink. As you are now aware, I way In 
a bona fide speakeasy. 
I had quite a 
la.ugh as It brought me back to some of 
the places I understand they have in 
parts of the "United States. 1 managed 
to make my host understand that I was 
hungry as a bear. 
So he made up a 
prood meal which included steak, eggs, 
French fried potatoes, obeese, bread and 
butter and two cups of hot coffee. Th> 
price was very cheap, indeed. The poor 
fellow had 
been three years 
in the 
trenches, was wounded, twice and dis- 
charg-ed as unfit for service. Now he is 
trying to eke out a living for himself 
and his family. That poor fellow was 
taking a big chance for the authorities 
arc very strict in regard to serving: 
food.

The prospects for the future, the 


committee stays, look more favorable 
and the production of the last fe\\ j 
weeks promises to get the progran 
under way to such ah extent that-a 


-sufficient number of planes 
will 
be 


furnished later to meet all requirements 
of the troops in France. 


One man control 
of 
production is 


proposed and the committee suggests 
that building be taken entirely out of 
the hands of the signal corps.. 


Delay is charged not only in 
the 


manufacture of 
liberty 
motors 
and 


machine parts but in the training of 
flyers as well. 


One Man Administrator 


The committee recommends that the 


one-man administrator be appointed by 
the president and assisted by a corps 
of expert engineers and designers. It 
suggests that "no man who has any 
near or remote interest in a company 
manufacturing airplanes or engines be 
permitted to . act as adviser or be in 
authority." 


The liberty motor the committee de- 


clares "is just emerging' from .the de- 
velopment or experimental stage" and 
"is not designed for nor can it be 
used in the swift single seated light- 
ing machines."
